On January 12, the rating panel interviewed RFP respondents who met the threshold criteria to continue in 
the Public Information Campaign for LA BIDs RFP process. 


Neighborhood Council (NC) Funding Program 

A training on the NC Funding Program and Banking Portal was held January 9 at City Hall. Attendees were 
board members from the Valley, West Area, South LA and East Area. 

A NC Working Group meeting, made up of board members from each of the seven planning areas, was 
held this week to discuss and provide input on the updated NC Funding policies and guidelines.
